No argument will be submitted 
as to the voluntct ied opinion of the 
preaiding member of the court upon 
tile queation of command at Santiago. 
We repeatedly applied for an oppor- 
ianlty to present evidence on this 
point to the (oiirt. and our rrquest was 
U8 often refusefi, and we are confident 
that an attunpt to pronounce an ad- 
verte Judgment where a hearing has 
been denied is so plain a violation of 
simple pt»od faith tliat it luis no 
chance of receiving your approval. 
yf^ were ready then, and are alill 
nady,' to prciduca much evidence 
«1U«h was not offered before the 
eourt of inquiry. We are prepared to 
«how that the Btatement that the New

Washington, h\b. 7.— The senate 
committee on Philippines continued 
its consideration of the aneation ot 
the revenue of the Philippine islands, 
Governor Taft still beint? on the stand. 
He began bis statement with an ex- 
planation of that portion of his testi- 
mony of Thursday to tks effect that 
sentiment was the main reason for 
asking a substantial reduction of the 
rates of the Dingley law so far as they 
apply to the Philippines, saying he 
feared that the statement might be 
misunderstood. The idea he bad meant 
to convey by that statement was that 
the Philippine commission welcomes 
every evidence of a desire on the part 
of the American people to aid the Phil- 
ippine people, and he believed gay 
such evidence of (l;.-!ci iinination WOOld 
aid the Philippines administration 
and its work. That in liuie such a. 
concession as was propos^^d would be 
of vast benefit to the farmers of the 
islands- .inl practically all th:- inhab 
Hants are lai iners- be did not doubt. 
He was sure the p olitical efTe< t would 
be good, but that there would be any 
immediate substantial effect he did 
not think wa.s true, regardless of the 
sialeinent made in his offleial report 
that such a l esolutiou wu.ild lause an 
advance in trade by "leaps and 
bounds." He did not mesn to with- 
diaw th" I e( oniinendation ; on the 
contrary he would be glad to have a 
redact ion ot 'i" i" i ■ ' iit. 

Land Not All Arable. 
Oovernor Taft also explained that 
he had not intended to convey the 
idea ilial the 0.000,000 acres of land 
in the Philippines not controlled by 
private ownership is arable.

.■^ume very strong objections are made 
ajcainst the measure now before tbe Leg- 1 
islature. It It elafanad by many who «• 
interested in the welfare of our system nf 
t«mmon schools that the proposed 
cbanges are too radical and partake too 
mmh ol centraliz ition of power. The 
people of the districts are ignored, and 
everything from the employment cf 
teachers to tbe building and repairing of 
school houses and tbe purchase of sup- 
plies— maps, globes, apparatus, furniture, 
dec. is absolutely in tbe bands of tbe 
county board. 

No differenoe wbtthar the tea( her as- 
signed is acoeptabla W not, the patrons of 
tbe school bave no voice in tbe mattar. 
The board can sell, leaaa or fionvey the 
buildings and make repairs or changes 
wben it obooaee to do so without the 
consent of the patrons of tbe t^chool. 

The county, instead of each tcbool dis- 
tiict, will be the unit of taxation. The 
board will t>e required to make an eati- 
mate in March of each year of tbe 
amount of inouey it iiMy need and sub- 
mit tbat estimate to tbe Fiscal Court of 
tbe county at tbe next term, and tbe Fis- 
*al Court will order A tax levy upon 
the county to raise the amount called for. 
The order or estimate of tbe board is 
mandatory an<l there is no limit fixed as 
to the amount the board vaa.y estiiuate. 

Tbe school census of the county in 
each year will be made by a paid enuin 
erator or euumeratois. The other feat- 
ures of tbe bill relating to examinations, 
certifioatea, &e , we do not touob in this 
brief statement. 

The patrons of the common schools 
should study tbe matter over,and if tbey 
find the propoaedobangee obnoxious and 
dangerous to the best interests of tbe 
schools aad the people, tbey should im- 
mediately protest against tbe mewure. 
If pleased with tbe bill and satisfled tbat 
it will advance tbe interests of common 
school education, speak out in lis favor 
and ask oar rtpreaeotatiTM to auppori 
its passage. 

Tbe Tim>-e, always deeply int re >ted in 
our common acbool system, alter some 
study of the meaanre, is notsatisfled tbat 
it should be enacted as introduced. The 
objectionable features should be elimi- 
nated and tha paopla allowed to employ 
their own teachers, siil jHct to endorse- 
ment by tbe county board, perhaps, or 
tha prwent ayatem left nnohaoged.

Tbey argue here tbat tbe voting strength 
of the Sixth ia amaller now than that of 
aeveral other districts in the State, and 
instead of reducing this strength it ought 
to be added to by placing Bracken and 
Harrison County in the Sixth.
